"Texas is flooded!" That was the 


cry which startled the people of Bed- 
ford Friday evening after an unusually 
heavy downpour of rain. The citizens 
who hastened to the western end of 
town dubbed "Texas" found David- 
son's run on a rampage, slipping 
through the half dozen houses which 
stood in its way and speeding on to 
join the Raystown Branch of the Blue 
Juniata. Fortunately, the occupants 
of the houses in the path of the flood, 
with the help of neighbors, were able 
to remove their household goods from 
the first floor of their residences before 
the muddy water entered. On the south 
side of the street three unoccupied 
bouses owned by Miss Sue Cromwell 
and one owned by her and occupied by 
William Wise, together with Miss Char- 
lotte Towell's house, were flooded. 


Some of the buildings on the oppo- 


site side of the street did not escape 
without damage and several gardens 
on both sides of the thoroughfare were 
ruined. 


Many cellars east of Bedford street 


were flooded and at numerous places 
streets and pavements were torn up. 


The owners of the merry-go-round 


on the island below the Bedford steam 
laundry were hemmed in by the high 
water and spent the night on their 
machine. 


Shover's run, which passes through 


the Bedford Springs property, over- 
flowed its banks and rushed down the 
lawn at our popular resort, carrying 
away a portion cf the fence antl plow- 
ing furrows in the lawn and road 
Part of the embankment back of the 
hotel slipped down and filled up th 
Sweet spring. This has been cleaned 
out and the water is as clear and pure 
and saccharine as ever. 


One of the chimneys of the Reformed 


parsonage in Bedford toppled over ann 
filled the yard with an assortment of 
brickbats. 


At Lutzville a deep gully was wash- 


ed in the road and practically all 
Ben. 
Ashcom's big crop of luscious 


melons were carried away. 


The water rose so rapidly at Sulphur 


Springs that two women—Mrs. Thom- 
as and Mrs. Cook—who were in the 
nash-honse at Colvins' hotel, had a 
narrow escape from drowning. Before 
the women realized their danger the 
water rushed into the building ant" 
held them prisoners, the bridge ovei 
which their erstwhile companion, Mist 
Nellie Kerr, escaped being carrier!

The autumnal 
equinox, central on the 32nd, covers 
the whole mrath with its pcrtn bing 
influence, he asserts in his forecast, 
and as a result storms and change pe- 
culiar to the season are apt to break 
out at any time and sure to break out 
at some time during the transition of 
the season to opposite ends of the 
globe, or in the ecjuincc'ial period 
proper. Warm and dry periods will 
prevail throughout September. 
The 


first regular storm period will be from 
the 10th to 13th. "In all probability 
general rainstorms, gales g,nd chaages 
of weather will visit the interior of the 
continent at this time, as well as the 
coast region. The reactionary storm 
period, central about the 10th and 17th, 
will bring perceptible changes to 
slorm conditions, but more general 
energetic disturbances are a'm^st cer- 
tain to resultduring the Vulcan storm 
period, central on the S3ad, coine'dont 
with the canter of the earth's autumial 
equ'nox." 
The fiaal storm period 


reaches from the 28 Sh to 3.0th. Glanc- 
ing ahead into the weather conditions 
of 1902, Rev. Hicks bdlieves that we 
shall not pass out of this period of "min- 
imum'' precipitation with a bound, but 
that a, shortage in general rains to a 
less destructive extent will be charac- 
teristic of the coming year. He be- 
lieves that the "rain belt" which touch- 
ed the extreme north in 1900 and moved 
further south in 1901 will advance 
further southward in 19Q2, but that the 
rainfall will not be excessive even 
there, and that the central and south- 
ern parts of the country will have 
another summer of shortage of rainfall.

Again, I welcome you because yon be- 
long to this great band of noble 
Christian workers." The response was 
given by Prof. G S. Miller, of Fisher 
town. Among other things he said 
that the population of the United 
States had, during the last ten years, with 
increased 21 per cent., while the Chris- _on_ 
tian Eudeavorers has increased during 
the same time 300 per cent.

The C. E.-movement is al- 
ready bearing blesaings in the Philip- 
pines and the New Hebrides. Dr. J. 
G. Butler, of Washington, D. C , ad- 
dressed the convention. He said, in 
part: "I have faith in the C. E move 
meat. I have a society in my own 
ehnrch of which I am a member. I 
attend every meeting. It is the right 
arm of my church. I like the move- 
ment because it does not go into 
dogmas and those peculiar doctrines 
that are the cause of »o many divisions 
of the church, but dwells upon unity 
of action in the salvation of souls. I 
like it because of the enthusiasm and 
young blood that it brings into the 
different churches. This is what the 
church gains from it. It is not a re- 
ligious caste, but a remarkable dis- 
covery of a new force in the kingdom 
of God. 
No man can know its future. 


There is to-day a hankering after the 
sensational, and even the pulpit often 
neglects the good old goipel and fol- 
lows the sensational. What we need 
to-day is men like John the Baptist to 
call men to repentance. We want a 
religion that makes men honest, pure, 
that makes them pay their debts, that 
makes them holy. 
Blessed be God, 


the morning is coming when the in- 
tellect will be enlightened. The pul- 
pit of to-day is more ard more empha- 
sizing the great need of the salvation 
of souls, and this is partly the fruit of 
the C. E movement The Bible has 
been under fire but God will take care 
of it. Wherever our flag goes there 
the Bible goes also. 
What the people 


need in the Philippines is to know 
God, Jesus Christ and the freedom that 
He gives; they need to know how to 
live in Christ. There are some Chris- 
tians who take no interest in the cause 
ot Christ and then sing: 


"Were the whole realm of nature mine, 
That were a present far too small; 
Love so amazing, so divine, 
Demands my soill, my life, my all." 
"Now 
we are training our young peo- 


ple in the missionary work. 
Some 


people often speak of the dead line in 
the ministry. I'll never pass it till I 
go to my grave and I'll not go there 
till God sends me there I'll take care 
of my body as well as I oan and leave 
the rest to Him. Let the young peo- 
ple get the idea that there is a relation 
between this nation and the kingdom 
of Christ. By all means stand by the 
C. E. movement "

After 
Jacob had 
bought Esau's 


birthright 
there was a famine in 


the land, 
beside the first famine 


that was in the days of Abraham. And 
Isaac went unto Gerar, where the Lord 
appeared to him, and said, "Go not 
down into Egypt; dwell in the land 
which I shall tell thee of. Sojourn in 
this land and I will be with thee and 
will bless thee; for unto thee and unto 
thy seed will I give all these coun- 
tries and I will perform the oath 
which I sware unto Abraham, thy fath- 
er; and I will cause thy seed to multi- 
ply as the stars of heaven and I will 
give unto thy seed all these countries 
and in thy seed shall all the nations of 
the earth bless themselves; because that 
Abraham obeyed my voice and kept my 
charge, my commandments, my statutes 
and my laws."

Then, after the same experience with 


King Abimelech, concerning his wife, 
that his father Abraham had (twentieth 
chapter), Isaac became great and rich 
in possession of flocks and herds and 
servants and the Philistines envied him. 
And all the wells which Abraham's ser- 
vants had dug they filled with earth. 
Then King Abimelech said to Isaac, 
"Go away from us, for thou hast be- 
come much mightier than we." 
And 


Isaac removed his tent to the valley of 
Gerar. 


Then Isaac dug again the wells which 


the Philistines had stopped and he 
called these wells by their former 
names. And Isaac's servants dug in the 
valley and found there a well of spring- 
ing water, for which the herdsmen of 
Gerar strove, claiming the water was 
theirs. 
This well Isaac called "Esek, 


Contention", because of the strife. 


Another well which Isaac's servants 


dug brought the same strife and the 
name, "Sitnah, Hatred."

built there an altar and called upon 
the name of the Lord and pitched his 
tent and his servants dug a well. 


When Isaac saw King Abimelech 


coming with his chief captain he said 
to them, "Wherefore come ye to me, 
seeing that ye hate me, and have sent 
me away from yon ?" And they said, 
•'We saw clearly that the Lord was

commonalty, perished, which was vul- 
garly termed le Qulicw [le Quhew a 
vurgaribus dicobatur]" (Bower, xv, 
32.) Now, "cjuh" in Scottish texts usu- 
ally represents the sound of "wh" 
(properly 
aspirated.) 
Therefore 
it 


seems that in the fifteenth century the 
lullueuza was known as "the whew," 
just as it is known in the twentieth 
century as "the flue." 


I have refrained from quoting at 


length Bower's 
explanation of the 


cause of the epidemic, but there seems 
little doubt that the disease was iden- 
tical with that with whiuh we are so 
grievously familiar.

People Who, Under Kngllsh Lair, May 


LaDgh at the Police. 


The other day at the Westminster 


(England; county court a warrant for 
the ariebt and committal of a solicitor 
had to be extended for four months 
more, as, though the solicitor was 
walking about the streets in the sight 
of the police, they dared not lay a fin- 
ger on him. Even the judge seemed 
surprised that the man could not be 
arrested. But it is probable be never 
will be arrested, for, as lie carries a 
charm on his person in the form of a, 
brief, his body cannot be seized. Tbis 
is because no one engaged on business 
at a law court can be arrested for any 
breach of the civil law. If you happen 
to owe a debt, to have a judgment de- 
livered against you and to be commit- 
ted to prison for not paying, of course 
you can be arrested under ordinary 
circumstances, but if you are sub- 
pccnaed as a witness you cannot be 
arrested 
while going to the place, 


while staying there to give evidence 
or while returning home, and you may 
feel sure that the courts will stick up 
for you. 


There are many other people who 


can laugh at the police. Of course no 
member of the royal family can be 
arrested 
under 
any 
circumstances. 


Servants of the royal household also 
have' great privileges In this way. 
Should one of the royal servants com- 
mit a crime at the command of the 
crown he could not be arrested. As tbe 
crown can do no wrong, of course any 
order tbe crown should give would be 
considered right, and Bobby would not 
dare to make an arrest. 


Then members of parliament, though 


they can be arrested for some things, 
are exempt in certain cases where or- 
dinary citizens would certainly be run 
in. If a member of the house of com- 
mons commits a crime, he can be ar- 
rested like any other citizen, but if It is 
a case of contempt of court, such as 
not paying debts, he can snap his fin- 
gers at the police during the greater 
part of the year—that is to say, he can- 
not be arrested while parliament is sit- 
ting nor for 40 days before and 40 days 
after the session. This gives him ex- 
emption during about nine-tenths of 
the year. 


Of course a peer enjoys the same 


good fortune, and so docs a peeress in 
her own right But In their case the 
privilege is still greater, for they can- 
not be arrested on a civil process at 
any time, whether parliament Is sit- 
ting or not. In fact, if the heir to a 
peerage happens to be In prison for any 
offense not criminal, he is liberated the 
moment he succeeds to the title. 


Foreign embassndors may commit 


any offense, from drunkenness up to 
murder, without running the slightest 
risk of seeing the inside of an English 
prison. And not only have the embas- 
sadors themselves this privilege, but 
their secretaries, 
conchmcn, 
cooks, 


valets, etc., are equally favored indi- 
viduals, for the theory Is that an em- 
bassador is useless without his dinner, 
his drives, his shaves and the like. 


When an embassador commits a 


crime, all that can be done Is to ask 
his government to recall him. But, of 
course, if he went about the streets 
knocking manj' people down he would 
certainly be arrested and held tempo- 
rarily. But he could not be tried and 
punished. 
Tbe foreign embassador's 


house, family and servants are looked 
upon as if they were in their own coun- 
try. 
Under no circumstances could a 


policeman or bailiff break into the 
house or arrest any of the inhabitants. 


Soldiers, while on service, could run 


up debts, refuse to pay, and if a judge, 
after ordering them to pay, without re- 
sult, issued a warrant for their arrest 
and committal, no policeman dare exe- 
cute it unless the amount were over 
$130. Navy men enjoy the same privi- 
leges, but no doubt they seldom get 
the opportunity of exercising them. 


The clergy arc another class of men 


who are sometimes secure against ar- 
rest. A clergyman cannot be arrested 
when he Is celebrating divine service 
or conducting the celebration of rites 
for the dead; nov can lie be touched 
when going to ur returning from either 
of these duties. Any one breaking the 
law in this respect might be punished 
with as much as two ye.'irs' imprison- 
ment with hard labor. 


On Sundays we are all privileged. 


No one can be arrested on Sunday ex- 
cept for treason, felony or breach of 
the peace. If any oue tries it on with 
you. you can resist up to the point of 
killing him. 


A curious rule in connection with ar- 


rest is not generally known—if a police- 
man comes along after a fight or an 
assault, he can make no arrest without 
a warrant.—London Tit-Bits.

Clcnuinp; Oil PaintingH. 


An art journal suggests raw potatoes 


to clean oil paintings. Have a few po- 
tatoes at band, each cut in halves. The 
fresh surface is dampened slightly with 
cold water and used to rub the canvas. 
As the potatoes show soil tbe surface 
is sliced off and the rubbing continued. 
This process will create a little lather, 
which should be wiped oil as fast as it 
accumulates with a clean, damp sponge. 
When the whole canvas is cleaned, it 
should be washed over lightly with 
clean water from which the chill has 
been taken and finally the water 
carefully wiped off with an old clean 
silk handkerchief. Raw potatoes to 
clean paintings are frequently in hear- 
say evidence, but this description of 
the process may be of value. It is sug- 
gested by way of reasonable caution 
that the experiment should be tried 
flrst upon a canvas of trifling value 
aud upon one corner of that.
